An article in a recent education- 
al journal indicated that the typi- 
eal student spends 15 days per 
year, or one year of his or her 
public school education, under the 
supervision of a substitute teach- 
er. Given this reality, our district 
is making a concerted effort to 
improve the quality of substitute 
Yeaching in the coming school 
year. 

In a meeting during the summer, 
the four Principals of the District: 
Warren Bouchard, Telstar Regional 
High School; Walter Phillips, Tel- 
star Middle School; Eleanor Tracy, 
Crescent Park and Ethel Bisbee 
Schools; and, John Freeman, An- 
dover and Woodstock Schools, de- 
cided fo emphaize the need to im- 
2prove substitute teaching from the 
‘beginning of the year, At the ini- 
tial faculty meetings the Princi- 
pals indicated to their teachers the 
importance of having well devel- 
oped lesson plans for those occa- 

sions when a substitute is needed, 
and further indicated that they 
understood that improving the 
quality of substitute teaching 
sould require administrative sup- 
port in addition to well developed 
emergency lesson plans, 

At & substitute teacher's work- 
shop on September 8, the theme 
of mutual responsibility Was again 

emphasized as the administrators 
met in small groups with prospec- 
tive substitute teachers. In these 
sessions, the Principals reviewed 
their expectations of substitutes, 
and answered questions raised by 
the substitutes. 

From this point on, the adminis- 
tration, classroom teachers, and 
substitutes will have to work 
closely together to insure that ev- 
ery day spent in school is produc- 
tive. We hope that during 19$2- 
1983, when students return bome 
from a day under the stipervision 
of a substitute, they will have as 
much knowledge and as much 
homework a9 ustrad.
